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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

This application lacks formal drawings. The informal drawings filed in this application 
are acceptable for examination purposes. When the application is allowed, applicant will be 
required to submit new formal drawings. 

Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it cites a pericardial procedure 
while the claimed method makes no mention of the pericardium. Correction is required. See 
MPEP§ 608.01(b). 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The word arrhythmia is misspelled throughout the disclosure 

On page 3, line 15 there is a typographical error (tot he). 

On page 3, line 19, reference is made to sheath 2. There is no label 2 in the drawings. 
On Page 3, lines 21 and 22, both the electrode and area are labeled 22. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
6,164,283 to Lesh. Lesh discloses a method for forming a cardiac ablation using a catheter with 
an RF electrode element (Col. 22, line 60) wherein an expandable member (Fig. 9D, #470) 
provides at least a portion of an anchor (fixing) for a first end of a linear ablation member (Fig. 
9D, # 460). The catheter shape is adapted to push the second end (ablation electrodes) to 
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substantially contact the atrial wall (Col. 18, lines 24-35). Cardiac catheters are inherently 
flexible to enable them to reach the target area. It is implicit that the ablation would be done 
following proper positioning of the electrodes. 



It is brought to the applicant's attention, that the disclosure consistently mentions the 
ablation procedure being performed within the pericardial space. The claim has no limitation as 
to the area of the heart being ablated.
